In every instance where reconsideration is requested in view of an interview with an examiner, a complete written statement of the reasons presented at the interview as 
warranting favorable action must be filed by the applicant. An interview does not remove the necessity for reply to Office action as specified in §§ 1 .1 11. 1 .135. (35 U.S.C. 132)

Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: We've discussed the claim language in view of the prior art of 
record. In particular, the claim limitation of "replacing said third pixel values with said first pixel values using saved first 
pixel values" has been discussed. The Examiner points out that the pixel values can be swapped between RAM and 
VRAM and therefore, the blended pixel values in the VRAM can be replaced by the pixel values in RAM as shown in 
column 11-12 and Fig. 14B of Gough. Applicant argues that Gough has no need to doing this, i.e., undoing the blended 
pixels in the VRAM or what has been displayed. In conclusion, the Final Rejection is retained and Applicant is going to 
amend the claims . 
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
